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BACK’ TO RELIGION? 


Y 


N interesting field for speculation was opened up by the Rev. 

Frank Short at the Y.M.C.A. the other evening in pointing 

to the phenomenon of the growing demand for religious litera- 

ture of every kind. Books by such outstanding personalities 

os “Dick” Sheppard, for instance, are best sellers from the day 
of publication and run into the hundred thousands. 


What is the meaning behind this comparatively recent 
development? Jt must be there though it may be difficult to put 
one’s finger upon the primary factor. in general, however, it con- 
firms the impression that the world is turning more earnestly 
towards religion, while bringing to it, perhaps, a more sternly 
critical eye. Man is still a religious animal. There is sceptic- 
ism,.there is indifference, but deep within the background of the 
human mind there is enshrined a reverence for the divine that 
is beyond the man himself; that reveals itself in a deep psycho- 
logical need for something to hold on to. 

* A survey of religion throughout the world tends to show 
that the wave of secularism which so reduced religious obser- 
vance at the turn of the century ang after has given way to a 


deepening religious consciousness Among & wider body of people 


than ever before. What is not quite so plain is whether there- 
is a strengthening of the influences of organised religion. 


‘The reason for the new ‘outlook ia not far to seek. Religion 
may be less than it was. But it ix genuine, not nominal. Many 
people, who like to describe themselves as agnostics or unbe- 
lievers, are, in fact, religious but in a different way. Troublous 
times are a factor. Fears of wars, economic upheavals, the dis- 
integration of families — these arc aiding to drive people, by 
no means religious by profession, precept or example, to the 
view that secular sanctions are not enough. ‘Man is discovering 
that he is greater than the machines he invents and handles. 
Surrounded by an abundance of the luxuriousness that such 
oe can bring to him, he still yearns for ultimate satisfac- 
tions 


In the past, education spread doubt of valisiots To-day it 
challenges the other side. The clergy used to be criticised as 
a reactionary force. Some of the “pillars of tae Church” might 
still come correctly within the definition. More often, however, 
these days they are attacked for what are regarded as ultra- 
radical viewpoints.
